THE BREAD OF THE WORLD,

What This ITmportant Food Is Made of In
Different Countries.

In England and America wheat bread
is within the resch of all, and scarcely
{s a thought given to the fact that only
& small portion of the earth's inhabit-
ants enjoy it. It is only during the last
century that wheat bread has come into
common use. A bundred years
wealthy families in Eogland nsed
s peck of wheat a year and that at
Christune, eagiog oat cakes during the
remainder of the time.

The German ‘‘pumnpernickel” s a
rye bread with a curions, sour taste, bat
after eating it awhile one scquires quite
s taste for it. It is less patritious than
that of wheat In the p..cer partsof
Sweden the people bake their rye bread
only twice a year and store it away, s0
that eventually it is as hard as bricks.

Farther north still barley and oats be-
come the chief bread corn. Bat in the

thought to provide bimself with bread.
In Lapisnd if a man trusted tograin ha
wonld starve, so the people eke out
their scanty store of cats with the inner
bark of the pine, and after grinding this
wixture it is made into large flat cakes,
which, after all, are not half bad.

In dreary Kamchatka the pine or
birch bark by itself, well ground, pound-
ed and baked, constitutes the whole of
the nutive bread food. Bread and butter
is represented by a dongh of pinve bark
spread with seal fat. In certain parts of
Siberin the pecple mot only grind the
pine bark, but cut off the tender shoots,
whioch procedure must give the bread an
unpleasautly resinous flavor.

In Joeland the lichen isscraped off the
rock, made into bread puddings and put
into soup. In Russia and China buck-
wheat is pressed into serviee. It makes
a palatable bread, though of a dark vio-
let tinge.

In Italyand Spain chestnuts are cook-
od, groond into meal and used for hread
and sonp thickening. Millet farnishes a
white bread in Arabia, Egypt and India.
Thie grain is credited with being the
very first nsed in breadmaking.

Rice bread is still the staple food of
the Chinese, Japanese and Ilndians

In the Indian archipelago the starchy
pith of the sago palm i5 made into bread,
and in parts of Africa the natives use a
certain root for the same purpose.

Large farms which are said to pay do
not alwuys give more than a fuir per-
econtage on the investment or capital
cwployed. A farm in which 550,000
capltal is invested for land and labor,
and which produces $5,000 per annum
as profit, yields a dividend of ten per
eent. whiale a=small farm, in which only
a thousand dollars is employed may be
elaimed to be unproduoctive if the profit
is ouly £200, vet the dividend therefrom
is 20 per cent,, or twice as much as
that derived from the large farm pro-
portionately.
